It 
must sober up and talk sense, lf 
the people of this country are to

JAPANESE SORROW 


The Japanese bombed and sank the ti. S.

ALTO INSPECTIONS 


New Jersey recently instituted compul­ 
sory inspection of all motor vehicles, and 
loud was the howl when 50 out of every IOO 
drivers were warned to have their automo­ 
biles repaired within a week or suffer the 
consequences. 
Many of them were driving comparatively 
new cars and were highly insulted when told 
that their machines were faulty. 
But poorly focused lights and defective 
brakes or tires are death-dealers, whether on 
shiny new sedans or ancient jaloppies. 
The Jersey inspections revealed many 
cars, of course, which were so old and de­ 
crepit that no amount of repair work would 
make them safe for the highways. 
The strange thing about experience with 
compulsory inspection is that tho persons 
who complain loudest about the inconven­ 
ience and expense are apt to be the same 
ones who always are demanding to know 
why something isn’t being done about the 
alarming increase in auto accident deaths.

Probably the most startling revelation, to 
many people, is the fact that climate has 
little or no bearing on modern treatment 
of tuberculosis. Virtually every state and 
county in the Union are equipped to com­ 
petently care for tuberculosis patients. Yet 
tragically, thousands of people continue to 
flock to the locality which public dogma 
erroneously has taught them to believe is of 
greatest benefit. 
Each year hundreds upon hundreds of peo­ 
ple forsake home and family, or worse, bring 
their families with them, and spend their 
last cent reaching the deserts in California 
or other parts of the Southwest. Upon ar­ 
rival here they are ineligible for local aid and 
can do nothing but wait in poverty—for 
death. At home they could in most cases have 
obtained prompt and efficient aid from coun­ 
ty, or state, either of which is prepared for 
just such cases. Don’t let such a horrible 
mistake wreck your family.

FIRE INSURANCE “BY-PRODUCTS" 


The principal business of the fire insur­ 
ance industry is writing policies to cover a 
long list of hazards related to fire, storm 
damage and similar eventualities. Yet the 
industry likewise performs a great many 
public services which are little known to the 
average citizen, but are of the utmost im­ 
portance to him. 
Fire insurance c o m p a n i e s , working 
through their centra] organization, the Na­ 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters, through­ 
ly inspect towns to determine hazards. The 
national board makes complete surveys of 
fire departments, alarm systems and water 
facilities. It carries on an unremitting cam­ 
paign in behalf of safer schools. It has pre­ 
pared a model building code which has been 
made into law, in whole or in part, by many 
communities. It maintains a department to 
fight the despicable crime of arson. It car­ 
rier on continual educational work to ac­ 
quaint the general public w'ith fire dangers 
and their elimination. It maintains labora­ 
tories where all manner of materials, from 
electrical appliances to building brick, are 
scientifically tested to determine their safe­ 
ty and degree of resistance to fire. And all 
of this done without cost to the public. 
This work might be termed insurance “by­ 
products.” And what worthwhile “by-prod­ 
ucts” they are. They prevent conflagrations. 
They stop unscrupulous manufacturers from 
selling dangerous materials and equipment 
of many kinds to an unsuspecting public. No 
endeavor constitutes a finer service to the 
courtly.
